all from 
~ widow 


A: Legacy widow and the five 
children she has raised virtually 
alone over the past I1 years 
were reduced to the poverty line 
on Monday when fire destroyed 
their Curlew Avenue home in 

’ Altona: : 


“We were just starting to get on top of 
our problems .... and now this,” Mrs. 
Betty Jones said after watching her home 
completely destroyed in the blaze> 


Her husband, Kevin, was, killed in a level- 

crossing smash 11 years ago. %, 
She has battled alone to raise and support her 
children — Lynette 20, Wayne 18, Wendy 15, Steven 

13 and Peter 12. ‘ 

* Early on Monday morning she saw flames 
devour the house she had fought to provide for the 
family. i 

Mrs, Jones, 45, cried as she saw the fruitless 
efforts of 10 firemen from four units, . : 

The blaze is believed to have started in the 
garage at the back of the four-bedroom, weather- 
board house. 

Fanned by strong winds, it spread across the 
trellis fence to the house. Firemen fought for 10 
minutes to quench the flames, but they had gained a 
firm hold. 

Mrs. Jones said she heard a noise about 3.15 a.m. 

She thought it was 12-year-old Peter getting up 
early to go on a school camping trip. : 

But then crackling“sounds drew her attention to! 
the back of the house, and she noticed a red glow. 

“I got the children out of bed, and we ran out- 
side ..,, there was nothing we could do. 

“We managed to grab my purse and some money 
I kept in a tin, but that was about all we salvaged,” 
she said.

Regional 
park by 
creek — 


A study of the bay by the 
Western Region Commsision . 
has recommended a. regional 
recreation . park . extending 
across the boundaries of. Wil- 
liamstown and Altona. . , 

The commission believes the 
park should extend from the pro- 
posed Altona sports park to the Wil- 
liamstown rifle range. ’ 


The study recommends developing the 
sports reserve at the mouth of the Kororoit 
Creek for passive recreation, with a footbridge 
link to Williamstown across the creek itself.
